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Supermarket  Replacement 
Project  Moves  Ahead

There's  a  gap  in  the  heart  of  Glen  Park.  Not  a  Gap  store,  nor  a 
Blockbuster  Video,  Walgreens  or  RiteAid.  It's  the  empty  lot  where 
the  Diamond  Super  and  Terry's  Meats  once  stood.  It  won't  be  a  Gap 
or  a  Walgreens  because  a  Glen  Park  neighbor  purchased  the  prop- 
erty with  the  motive  of  bringing  back  a  neighborhood-serving 
grocery. 

As  was  announced  at  a  community  meeting  held  at  the  Recreation 
Center  on  Oct.  4,  a  team  has  been  assembled  to  accomplish  that  goal. 
David  Prowler,  the  developer  hired  to  manage  the  project,  was  the 
City's  project  manager  for  Pacific  Bell  ballpark  and  for  the  Mission 
Bay  Project  and  served  for  four  years  on  the  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion. The  general  contractor  is  Steven  Oliver,  whose  firm  just  built 
the  new  home  of  Berkeley  Repertory  Theatre;  his  other  projects  include 
the  campus  of  the  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts,  Swan's  Mar- 
ket in  the  East  Bay,  the  Ansel  Adams  Friends  of  Photography  Center 
and  the  Charles  Schultx  Museum  in  Santa  Rosa.  At  the  Oct.  4  meet- 
ing, John  Peterson,  the  project  architect,  showed  some  illustrations 
of  how  a  project  might  be  shaped. 

Three  good  grocers  have  submitted  proposals,  and  it  hoped  that 
by  the  time  you  read  this  one  will  have  been  selected.  They  are  each 
proposing  a  store  of  under  10,500  square  feet,  with  deli  and  pre- 
pared foods,  produce  and  a  selection  of  the  everyday  items  you'd 
expect.  The  market  will  be  intended  to  primarily  serve  the  Glen 
Park  neighborhood. 

The  proposal  may,  in  addition,  include  a  public  library.  Voters 
last  year  passed  a  bond  issue  to  repair  or  replace      continued  on  page  1  o

New  Library:  They  Won't  Build 
It  Like  They  Used  To

If  your  dream  for  Glen  Park's  new  library  includes  a  stand-alone 
building  (preferably  with  pillars  and  a  lot  of  marble)  you've  come  to 
the  wrong  century.  "Times  have  changed  since  the  Carnegies,"  City 
Librarian  Susan  Hildreth  told  a  crowd  of  more  than  40  neighborhood 
residents  who  gathered  Oct.  4  at  the  Recreation  Center  to  discuss 
placement  of  the  library's  new  Glen  Park  branch. 

The  new  Glen  Park  branch  will  be  built  as  a  part  of  a  city  wide  library 
renovation  plan  approved  by  voters  last  year.  Glen  Park's  library  will 
be  allotted  between  $4.5  and  $4.8  million  to  buy  land  and  build  a 
branch,  which  is  expected  to  serve  for  30-50  years.  The  branch  fur- 
nishings will  be  purchased  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

At  the  meeting  it  was  clear  that  quite  a  few  in  the  audience  had  their 
hearts  set  on  a  stand-alone  building.  Many  of  us  grew  up  using  libraries 
built  between  1 889-1923  by  businessman  and  philanthropist  Andrew 
Carnegie.  There  are  1,681  such  public  library  buildings  in  the  U.S. 
Seven  of  San  Francisco's  libraries  were  built  with  Carnegie  funds — 
the  Chinatown,  Golden  Gate,  Mission,  Noe  Valley,  Presidio,  Rich- 
mond and  Sunset  branches.  These  "temples  to  the  book"  have 
helped  shape  our  images  of  what  a  library  should  be.  But  Hildreth 
and  others  from  the  City  made  it  clear  that  because  of  the  lack  of  open 
land  and  the  City's  commitment  to  multiple  uses  of  land,  any  new 
library  building  in  Glen  Park  will  be  mixed-use,  most  likely  incor- 
porating housing  and  possibly  retail. 

Possible  sites  have  been  narrowed  to  two.  The  first  is  as  part  of  the 
Diamond  Super  complex  on  Diamond  Street  at  Wilder.  Project  archi- 
tect John  Peterson  and  project  manager  David  Prowler  gave  an  overview 
of  their  proposal.  This  project  would  include  a  supermarket  on  the 
first  floor  and  an  8,500  square  foot  library  on  the  second  floor  with 
at  least  4,000  square  feet  of  air  space  above  the  library  to  guarantee 
light.  A  set-back  third  floor  would  include  condominiums,  with 
entrances  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  Continued  on  page  11

I  never  thought  I  would  ever  get  excited  about  a  snail  until  a 
recent  Wednesday  workday  in  the  Canyon  when  I  was  clearing  debris 
from  the  steps  leading  down  from  Crags  Court.  Although  I  had  already 
found  several  snails  in  the  debris,  this  one  looked  different.  I  looked 
closer  and.  sure  enough,  it  had  a  single  black  band  around  the  shell. 
I  had  found  a  native  snail.  I  was  finally  able  to  use  the  information  I 
learned  about  native  snails  on  a  field  trip  to  San  Bruno  Mountain  in 
1992  that  focused  on  these  small  creatures. 

The  snail  was  sealed  inside  the  shell  with  a  thin  mucus  membrane 
to  keep  it  from  drying  out.  I  wanted  to  show  it  to  Richard  Craib  but 
he  was  working  too  far  away.  I  put  it  on  a  clean  step  where  I  expected 
to  find  it  again.  I  almost  didn't  find  it  when  I  looked  for  it.  It  had 
come  out  of  its  shell  and  was  moving  off.  I  was  impressed  by  the 
length  of  the  body  of  the  snail.  It  was  hard  to  imagine  how  the  entire 
snail  could  fit  into  the  size  of  the  shell. 

This  was  the  third  kind  of  native  snail  that  we  have  found  in  Glen 
Canyon,  and  Richard  pointed  out  that  the  body  of  this  snail  was  black 
compared  to  European  garden  snails,  which  have  gray  or  tan  bodies. 
The  European  garden  snail  shell  lacks  the  black  stripe  and  is  rounder 
in  shape. 

Another  kind  of  native  snail  is  found  in  damp  areas  in  leaf  litter  and 
loose  topsoil.  It  is  a  small  snail  with  a  shell  in  the  form  of  a  flat  coil 
about  the  size  of  a  dime.  The  shell  is  translucent  and  if  you  look 
closely  you  can  see  the  snail  inside  its  shell.  This  particular  snail  is 
carnivorous,  feeding  on  the  eggs  of  other  snails,  and  is  a  benefit  to 
our  gardens. 

Why  get  excited  by  a  snail?  What  "good"  are  they?  Well,  snails 
are  a  source  of  food  for  wildlife  such  as  birds,  raccoons  and  skunks. 
Their  shells  are  a  source  of  calcium  for  the  birds  that  need  extra  cal- 
cium when  laying  eggs.  The  tiny  carnivorous  snail  helps  control  the 
European  snail  and  other  snails  that  feed  on  growing  plants.  The 
banana  slug  and  some  of  the  other  native  snails  that  eat  only  decay- 
ing vegetation  are  important  recyclers  of  soil  nutrients. 

The  other  native  snail  found  in  the  Canyon,  the  banana  slug,  used 
to  be  quite  common  in  Glen  Park.  After  a  rainy  night  they  would  often 
be  seen  crawling  across  the  sidewalks.  Unfortunately,  like  most  peo- 
ple, I  didn't  realize  that  banana  slugs  don't  eat  living  plants  and  I 
removed  them  from  my  garden.  Since  they  feed  on  decaying  plants, 
they  are  like  mini-recyclers  keeping  our  gardens  clean. 

Bird  and  Nature  Walks 

David  Armstrong  will  lead  a  Bird  Walk  in  Glen  Canyon  Park  on 
Sunday,  Nov.  1 8,  at  9  a.m.  This  is  your  chance  to  learn  about  the  birds 
that  visit  your  backyard  as  well  as  the  birds  found  in  the  Canyon. 

Also,  mark  your  calendar  for  10  a.m.  on  Sunday,  Dec.  9,  when  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  and  the  Native  Plant  Society  will  be 
hosting  the  Winter  Nature  Walk  in  the  Canyon.  Come  along  and  look 
for  native  snails!

Check  It  Out  At  the  Library!

What  a  difference  three  months  makes.  Who  would  have  guessed 
in  July  that  the  library  would  be  rush-ordering  books  on  Afghanistan, 
Pakistan,  Israel,  the  Middle  East,  the  Taliban,  Islam,  Islamic  funda- 
mentalism, public  health,  germ  warfare,  oil  politics,  the  Palestinian 
crisis  and  terrorism?  To  say  nothing  of  novels  about  espionage  and 
terrorism.  The  most  recent  buying  list  for  San  Francisco  librarians 
featured  most  of  these  topics.  Of  course,  a  little  branch  like  Glen  Park 
is  limited  by  budget  and  shelf  space  in  what  it  can  buy,  but  the  staff 
here  is  always  happy  to  do  reserves,  help  you  find  items,  do  inter- 
library  loans,  recommend  books,  take  suggestions  and  answer 
reference  questions. 

Speaking  of  budgets,  all  of  the  branches  got  more  money  for  mate- 
rials in  the  2001/2002  fiscal  year  and  Glen  Park  is  no  exception.  Of, 
course,  this  is  a  mixed  blessing,  because  with  the  limits  of  space — 
unless  there  is  a  huge  surge  of  circulation — for  every  new  book,  video, 
spoken  word  offering  or  CD  placed  in  the  permanent  collection,  another 
book,  etc.  must  go  to  make  room.  The  good  news  is  that  what  does- 
n't remain  is  offered  to  other  branches  or  to  community  redistribu- 
tion, unless  the  book  is  worn  out.  For  this  fiscal  year  Glen  Park  has 
almost  $13,000  plus  its  rental  book  quota  for  adults  and  slightly 
over  $12,000  for  juvenile  and  teen  books,  music  and  videos. 

In  January  our  newly  ordered  periodicals  will  arrive.  In  addition 
to  the  daily  New  York  Times,  new  to  Glen  Park  will  be  subscriptions 
to  Alternative  Medicine,  Cooking  Light,  Consumer  Reports  on  Health, 
Consumer  Reports  Travel  Letter,  The  Economist,  Entertainment  Weekly, 
Feng  Shui  for  Modern  Living,  Reader's  Digest  Large  Print,  Real  Sim- 
ple and  Williams-Sonoma  Taste.  We  will  also  be  buying  Hola!  for 
Spanish  readers  and  two  magazines  for  our  Chinese  patrons.  For  kids, 
new  magazines  will  include  Biography  for  Beginners,  Cobblestone 
and  Faces. 

Rules  of  the  Road 

A  new  "Guidelines  for  Library  Use"  is  out.  Although  I  am  undoubt- 
edly writing  to  a  group  that  never  needs  reminding,  the  guidelines 
include  a  few  courtesy  reminders  and  a  review  of  library  rules  of  the 
road  (as  interpreted  by  your  rather  old-fashioned  librarian):  The  library 
is  not  a  good  place  to  take  calls  on  your  cell  phone.  Eating  and  drink- 
ing are  prohibited  in  the  library.  Children  under  eight  must  be  accom- 
panied at  all  times.  Except  for  storytimes,  quiet  voices  are  appropri- 
ate and  appreciated.  Patrons  must  sign  up  for  the  Internet  computers 
at  the  front  desk. 

Further:  Please  let  the  staff  finish  with  the  patron  they  are  work- 
ing with  before  you  request  service.  Other  than  service  animals, 
animals  are  not  permitted  in  the  library  or  within  10  feet  of  the  front 
door.  Since  our  branch  is  a  small  space,  be  considerate  with  strollers, 
backpacks,  packages  and  other  belongings  and  allow  other  patrons  to 
circulate.  And  since  we  are  urban,  keep  your  valuables  with  you.

New  Branch  Planning 

For  those  of  you  who  want  to  know  what  is  happening  in  regard  to 
the  new  branch,  stories  in  this  issue  by  Elizabeth  Weise  and  David 
Prowler  provide  the  latest  information,  based  on  the  Oct.  4  meeting 
convened  by  City  Librarian  Susan  Hildreth.  The  site  the  community 
preferred  between  Bosworth  Street  and  Kern  Alley  was  not  available 
for  sale.  On  October  5,  6  and  7  the  Friends  and  Foundation  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  sponsored  a  charette  to  stimulate  think- 
ing about  the  City's  new  branches,  branch  expansions  and  branch 
remodeling  that  the  Library  Bond  authorized.  A  charette  is  an  archi- 
tectural brainstorming  session  or  marathon.  Each  team  had  an 
established  architect  experienced  in  building  libraries,  plus  several 
students  or  recent  graduates  of  the  Masters  program  of  the  School  of 
Architecture  at  UC  Berkeley  and  one  librarian.  From  Friday  morn- 
ing until  Sunday  afternoon  the  teams  worked  developing  solutions 
for  their  design  problem. 

As  a  participant  on  the  new  branch  team,  I  came  away  with  a  healthy 
respect  for  the  architects  and  students  I  worked  with.  Architecture 
involves  art  and  engineering,  a  knowledge  of  cost  and  material,  and 
much,  much  more.  I  can  only  encourage  the  public  and  staff  of  the 
libraries  to  clarify  what  they  want  and  how  things  work  early  in  the 
process  and  work  closely  with  the  design  people  to  bring  it  together 
in  buildings  we  will  live  with  for  many  years.

Sign  Up  for  a  Sidewalk  Tree  Before  Dec.  1 

by  John  Walmsley 

Glen  Park  is  organizing  to  conduct  a  tree-planting  program  within 
the  next  several  months.  Claudia  Tomaso,  our  neighborhood  coor- 
dinator, is  working  with  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  (FUF)  to  get 
property-owner  commitments  by  the  end  of  November  to  plant  40 
trees.  When  that  number  is  reached,  FUF  will  schedule  informational 
meetings  and  a  planting  date  will  be  established.  Volunteers  will  be 
needed  to  assist  in  the  actual  planting  of  the  trees  on  planting  day. 

Before  the  big  day,  FUF  will  check  City  records  for  underground 
obstacles  such  as  wires  and  pipes;  review  any  City  regulations  that 
apply  to  sidewalks;  assist  the  property  owner  with  site  and  tree 
selection;  and  cut  and  remove  the  sidewalk  concrete  at  the  desired 
location.  Total  cost  to  the  property  owner  is  $70,  which  includes 
one  year  of  follow-up  tree  care  by  FUF  and  some  pruning. 

There  are  many  reasons  to  plant  sidewalk  trees  in  San  Francisco: 
they  beautify  the  street,  increase  property  value,  help  remove  pollu- 
tants from  the  air,  generate  oxygen,  absorb  street  noise,  provide  screen- 
ing and  privacy,  increase  bird  habitat  and  contribute  to  the  overall 
greening  of  the  city.  The  planting  will  add  new  tree  locations  to  Glen 
Park  streets,  but  it's  also  important  to  remember  that  trees  that  have 
died  or  been  removed  can  be  replaced.  There  are  many  empty  side- 
walk tree  basins  in  the  neighborhood  that  are  begging  to  hold  beau- 
tiful trees  once  again. 

Please  consider  filling  an  empty  basin  if  there's  one  in  front  of  your 
property.  For  more  information  on  the  planting  or  to  obtain  the  paper- 
work to  sign  up  for  a  tree,  contact  Claudia  Tomaso  at  (415)  337-65 1 1 
or  John  Walmsley  at  (415)  452-0277.

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Handgun  &  Voter  Bills  Become  Law 


I  am  pleased  to  announce  the  approval  of  my 
landmark  firearm  safety  legislation,  AB35,  and 
two  voter-related  bills,  AB56  and  AB 1 520,  which 
will  upgrade  California's  voting  technology  and 
increase  voter  participation.  All  three  were 
approved  by  Governor  Davis. 

Handgun  Safety 

AB35  strengthens  requirements  for  the  state's 
Handgun  Safety  Certificate.  Beginning  Jan.  1, 
2003,  applicants  for  a  Handgun  Safety  Certifi- 
cate will  have  to  pass  a  written  test  and  provide 
a  thumbprint  and  proof  of  residency.  With 
each  new  purchase,  they  will  have  to  demon- 
strate that  they  understand  the  gun's  safety  fea- 
tures and  know  how  to  operate  it. 

This  law  will  help  prevent  injuries  and  acci- 
dental deaths  that  occur  each  year  because  of  the 
unsafe  handling  of  guns.  Until  now,  the  safety 
requirements  were  so  weak  that  one  could  lit- 
erally watch  a  video,  eat  popcorn  and  buy  a  gun. 
Handgun  buyers  should  know  how  to  use  guns

before  bringing  them  into  their  homes  and  com- 
munities. While  we  can't  stop  every  death  caused 
by  gunfire,  this  law  will  save  lives  and  prevent 
many  injuries. 

Voting  Bills 

AB  56  will  put  a  $200  million  bond  act  on 
the  March  2002  ballot.  If  approved  by  the  vot- 
ers, the  bond  funds  will  help  California  counties 
pay  for  new  voting  systems  and  eliminate  old 
punch-card  ballots.  If  we  want  more  Californi- 
ans  to  vote,  we  must  begin  by  restoring  confi- 
dence in  our  election  process.  This  is  a  critical 
opportunity  for  us  to  improve  the  accuracy  of  our 
voting  systems. 

Last  November's  election  in  Florida  brought 
nationwide  attention  to  undercounting  and  mis- 
counting votes  that  result  with  outmoded  vot- 
ing machines.  A  majority  of  California  voters 
are  still  using  similar  error-prone  systems.  The 
racial  and  economic  discrimination  in  our  vot- 
ing process  is  troublesome  and  pervasive;  low- 
income  and  high-minority  areas 
tend  to  use  voting  machines  more 
susceptible  to  miscounts  and 
undercounts.  To  continue  relying 
on  punch  card  voting  machines 
when  more  accurate  methods  are 
available  undermines  the  essence 
of  our  system  of  democracy. 

AB  1520  establishes  a  perma- 
nent absentee  voting  status  for 
those  who  prefer  to  vote  at  home. 
As  a  result  of  this  legislation,  vot- 
ers wanting  an  absentee  ballot  will 
no  longer  need  to  reapply  every 
year.  We  no  longer  live  in  a  9- 
to-5  work  world,  and  voters  are 
living  increasingly  complex  and 
busy  lives.  This  new  law  will 
increase  voter  participation  by  giv- 
ing working  families  a  more  con- 
venient option.

unsatisfactory  branch  libraries  such  as  our  neighborhood's  cramped, 
rented  facility  on  Chenery  Street.  After  a  lengthy  process,  two  sites 
in  Glen  Park  are  under  consideration:  the  second  floor  at  the  Super 
site  (see  Elizabeth  Weise's  accompanying  story)  or  an  unidentified 
portion  of  the  BART  parking  lot  on  Bosworth.  In  either  case,  the 
library  would  be  part  of  a  mixed-use  project,  with  other  uses  in  the 
same  building.  The  projected  schedules  call  for  completion  of  the 
Super  site  in  early  2004.  At  the  earliest,  construction  on  a  BART  pro- 
ject could  begin  in  Spring  or  Summer  2005. 

The  Diamond  Super  site  will  also  contain  housing,  with  parking 
below  grade  for  residents  and  patrons  of  the  grocery.  The  height  limit 
at  the  site  is  40  feet,  equivalent  to  a  four  story  building  (though  because 
of  the  high  heights  of  store  and  library  ceilings,  there  might  be  fewer 
stories).  Should  the  project  contain  a  library,  there  would  be  a  40-foot 
setback  above  the  second  floor  along  Diamond  Street.  This  setback 
would  allow  for  skylights  that  would  flood  the  library  with  natural 
light.  Neighbors  have  raised  concerns  that  a  second  floor  library  might 
lack  "presence."  A  well-designed  700  square  foot  library  entrance  on 
Diamond  Street  would  enable  clear  views  up  into  the  library,  the  stair- 
case and  elevator  and  the  stacks. 

The  big  question  about  the  project  has  been  whether  it  will  house 
the  new  Glen  Park  Branch  Library.  Both  the  Glen  Park  Merchants 
Association  and  the  Glen  Park  Association  have  called  upon  the  Library 
Commission  to  locate  the  library  at  the  Diamond  Super  site,  citing 
the  location  at  the  "center  of  the  Village,"  the  project's  defined  com- 
pletion schedule,  accessibility  and  visual  presence. 

The  letter  from  the  associations  stated:  "We  are  greatly  concerned 
that,  if  the  Library  Commission  doesn't  act  soon  to  investigate  Dia- 
mond Super  site  for  the  library,  we  will  lose  the  opportunity  to 
locate  the  branch  in  the  most  convenient  and  visible  place."  This  is 
a  real  concern.  The  development  has  been  delayed  while  the  devel-

oper  and  City  discuss  terms  and  at  some  point  the  property  owner 
may  choose  to  proceed  to  meet  the  need  for  a  grocery  and  housing 
without  a  library. 

The  tentative  project  schedule  calls  for  a  Library  decision  in  Novem- 
ber and  Board  action  early  next  year.  The  development  team  is 
committed  to  bringing  the  entire  proposal  to  the  community  for  review 
and  comment  prior  to  Planning  submittals  early  next  year.  If  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  acts  by  end  of  summer  2002,  construction  would 
begin  later  next  year  or  as  soon  as  building  permits  are  obtained.

Council  of  Neighborhood 
Libraries  Works  for  Library  and 
Neighborhoods 

The  Council  of  Neighborhood  Libraries  was  founded  in  the  dark 
days  of  the  late  1980s  when  San  Francisco  library  branches  were 
threatened  with  closure.  Although  bond  money  had  been  earmarked 
for  a  desperately  needed  new  Main  Library  building,  the  library's  bud- 
get was  being  slashed  to  the  bone.  There  was  little  money  or  books 
or  staffing  in  the  branches.  Something  had  to  be  done. 

Hope  Hayes,  then  chief  of  branches,  brought  together  a  broad  group 
of  neighborhood  library  supporters  at  the  request  of  the  City  librar- 
ian. In  the  council  these  activists  found  a  forum  where  they  could 
voice  their  strong  opinions  about  library  policies  and  services.  From 
there,  the  council  became  a  rallying  force  for  neighborhood  and 
city  wide  support  for  the  branches. 

Council  members  were  instrumental  in  fighting  branch  closures 
and  the  diminution  of  library  programs  and  services.  They  worked 
tirelessly  in  their  neighborhoods  for  the  passage  of  Proposition  E  in 
1994  to  ensure  "more  hours  and  more  books."  Last  fall  council  mem- 
bers took  to  the  streets  again  to  support  Proposition  A,  the  Branch 
Renovation  Bond  Act,  which  passed  overwhelmingly  and  will  ensure 
the  vitality  of  San  Francisco's  branch  libraries  for  many  years  to  come. 

Today  the  council  is  alive  and  well.  Its  members  will  be  partici- 
pating in  the  planning  and  design  of  the  new  and  renovated  branches, 
including  the  new  one  slated  for  Glen  Park.  Some  members  testify 
regularly  before  the  Library  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors 
about  ongoing  library  issues  that  affect  library  branches.  Two  for- 
mer council  members,  Carol  Steiman,  a  Glen  Park  resident,  and  Karen 
Crommie,  have  gone  on  to  serve  as  library  commissioners. 

Council  members  are  appointed  by  their  branch  managers  to  two- 
year  terms,  and  may  serve  a  second  term.  Their  role  is  to  ensure  neigh- 
borhood involvement  in  the  creation  of  library  policies.  Glen  Park 
is  ably  represented  on  the  council  by  Tiffany  Farr  and  Nora  Dowley. 

The  council  meets  in  the  Main  Library  with  the  chief  of  branches 
at  4  p.m.  on  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month.  If  you'd  like  more  infor- 
mation about  the  Council  of  Neighborhood  Libraries  or  have  an  inter- 
est in  serving  your  community,  call  Sharon  Dezurick,  Glen  Park  Branch 
librarian,  at  337-3740.

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The  library  would  have  its  own  entrance  down  the  street  from  the 
supermarket  entrance,  making  the  two  uses  very  distinct.  The  library 
would  own  its  portion  of  the  building  under  a  condominium  agree- 
ment. Some  parking  would  be  provided. 

The  second  site,  BART's  parking  lot  on  Bosworth  at  Arlington, 
would  include  a  6,000  square  foot  ground-floor  library  plus  housing 
and  possible  retail  space  on  other  levels.  Because  of  the  slope  of  the 
ground,  parking  could  go  several  levels  below  ground  to  help  make 
up  for  the  42  BART  parking  spaces  that  would  be  displaced.  It  is  also 
possible  that  some  of  the  parking  slots  would  be  made  up  on  other 
City  land,  possibility  several  blocks  away.  The  library  might  either 
lease  or  own  the  land.  Any  housing  on  the  site  would  be  a  City  devel- 
opment project.  Because  of  traffic  patterns,  one  possibility  at  the 
BART  site  would  be  a  second  entrance  for  the  library. 

Timing  is  an  important  factor  for  the  neighborhood.  While  the  Dia- 
mond Super  project  could  be  finished  by  early  2004,  as  Project 
Manager  David  Prowler  reports  in  his  "Supermarket  Replacement" 
story  in  this  issue,  construction  at  the  BART  site  would  not  even  begin 
before  mid- 2005. 

At  the  close  of  the  Oct.  4  meeting  a  vote  was  taken  as  to  which 
site  was  most  appropriate  for  the  library.  The  BART  site  got  12 
votes  and  the  Diamond  Super  site  got  8.  However,  more  than  half  of 
those  attending  the  meeting  had  already  left  by  then  and  not  every- 
one still  present  voted,  so  it  is  unclear  how  meaningful  the  vote  actu- 
ally was  as  a  measure  of  community  interest. 

Mediation  Agency  Solves 
Disputes,  Seeks  Volunteers

Community  Boards  is  a  neighborhood-based  conflict  resolution 
progiam  that  trains  members  of  the  community  in  effective  com- 
munication, mediation,  problem-solving  and  other  related  skills. 
With  staff  support,  these  volunteers  offer  their  neighborhoods  an 
effective  and  fair  forum  to  resolve  a  wide  variety  of  disputes  and 
problems,  at  no  cost. 

Since  the  program's  inception  in  1976,  thousands  of  San  Francis- 
cans have  resolved  their  conflicts  through  voluntary  agreements  reached 
at  Community  Boards.  Disputes  include  harassment,  vandalism,  noise, 
money  issues,  property  damage,  landlord-tenant  concerns,  threats, 
family  matters,  fights,  organizational  interests  and  issues  between 
individuals  and  agencies/institutions  and  between  an  organization  and 
other  groups. 

Community  Boards  believes  that  the  community  is  where  the  respon- 
sibility for  problem  solving  and  conflict  resolution  should  first  fall, 
where  the  most  effective  prevention  work  can  be  done  and  where 
meaningful  lessons  about  conflict  and  its  impact  on  friends,  neigh- 
bors and  community  can  best  be  learned.  Their  clients  are  referred 
by  the  police,  juvenile  probation,  judges,  small  claims  court  advisors, 
elected  officials,  attorneys,  the  Department  of  Human  Services  and 
other  public  and  community  organizations,  neighborhood  groups  and 
private  agencies. 

In  addition  to  the  resolution  of  specific  disputes.  Community  Boards 
says  its  work  has  a  strong  neighborhood-building  aspect  and  responds 
to  people's  interest  in  performing  significant  civic  work  in  their  neigh- 
borhoods. Over  the  years,  hundreds  of  San  Franciscans  have  been 
trained  in  the  Community  Boards  process  to  serve  as  volunteer  medi- 
ators. The  agency  seeks  to  build  self-reliant  neighborhood  forums 
for  communication  and  problem-solving,  drawing  on  the  service 
and  commitment  of  local  residents.  There  are  presently  more  than 
200  active  volunteer  mediators.

Wind  in  the  Willows  Preschool 
Moves  to  Monterey  Boulevard

After  more  than  a  quarter  century  of  educating  preschoolers  in  the 
fine  art  of  sharing,  playing  cooperatively  and  making  miracles  out 
of  construction  paper  and  glue,  Wind  in  the  Willows,  a  Noe  Valley 
institution,  is  thriving  in  a  new  home  at  713  Monterey  Blvd. 

It's  an  amazing  success  story  in  this  city  of  skyrocketing  real  estate 
prices.  When  it  lost  its  lease  on  Church  Street,  Wind  in  the  Willows 
might  have  gone  the  way  of  so  many  small  businesses  (and  preschools 
in  particular)  who  are  priced  out  of  the  city.  Says  Pat  O'Connor,  direc- 
tor of  the  school,  "I  think  of  Wind  in  the  Willows  as  'the  little  school 
that  could.'  We  surmounted  great  odds  to  continue  the  life  of  this 
organization  that  supports  young  children  and  families.  The  com- 
bined generosity  of  our  parent  group  and  alumnae  helped  us  survive 
and  continue  to  do  the  important  work  we  do." 

Thousands  of  dollars  were  raised  to  enable  Wind  in  the  Willows 
to  buy  and  renovate  a  former  television  repair  shop,  turning  it  into  a 
playful  preschool  in  the  Sunnyside  neighborhood.  Last  year,  the  fam- 
ilies dug  into  their  pockets  again  to  transform  a  concrete  patio  into  an 
inviting  playground  for  the  school.  The  purchase  not  only  frees  the 
preschool  from  an  uncertain  future  as  a  rental  tenant,  it  makes  Wind 
in  the  Willows  a  permanent  fixture  in  the  neighborhood. 

"Raising  a  family  and  being  a  parent  is  one  of  the  hardest  jobs.  A 
nursery  school  like  ours  provide  parents  with  a  feeling  of  being  con- 
nected with  other  families  and  with  teachers  who  know  and  under- 
stand your  children,"  said  O'Connor. 

The  school  that  had  its  heart  in  Noe  Valley  for  some  26  years  has 
hardly  changed  a  whit  despite  its  move.  It  has  the  same  director,  teach- 
ers play-centered  half-day  preschool  program.  The  only  difference 
is  that  the  new  location  is  more  convenient  to  families  from  the  sur- 
rounding neighborhoods.  Space  is  still  available  for  3-  to  5-year- 
olds  whose  parents  are  looking  for  a  fun,  creative  and  nurturing 
preschool  environment.
